VARIETY SMALL ARTICLES 


FOUND BELONGING TO MEN 


OF LOST ARCTIC EXPEDITION 


TROMSOE, Norway, Sept. 4.—«P) 


—Examination of the bodies of Sal- 
omon August Andree 
and 
Nils 


Stringberg. resumed today by the 
Swedish experts, Prof. Hedren and 
Prof. Lithberg, produced a variety 
of small objects belonging to the 
two men hut threw little additional 
light of the fate of the expedi- 
tion. 


In Andree's pocket was discover- 


ed a box of matches, besides some 
trinkets identified as having be- 
longing to Sraindberg, who appar- 
ently died before Andree and was 
buried by him on White 
Island. 


Strindberg's belongings were recog- 
nized by his brother, a Stockholm 
sculptor. 


The preserved body of a very 
rare Arctic bird, nautical tables 
and charts, all belonging to An- 
dree, were found among the ob- 
jects in the boat. 


Mystery Is Cleared. 


Clearing up the mystery of the 


expedition's wanderings now de- 
undivulged, of the Andree diaries 
pends wholly on the text, as yet 
and note books, particularly those 
found on Andree's body yesterday. 


The diaries are being kept care- 


fully locked, and it is stated that 
even the experts have not examined 
them thoroughly. 


Mr. Noel, the Norwegian scien- 


tist, said statement about them were 
based on rumor and guess work. 


Prof. Litheberg stated that 
all 


members of the examining commis- 
sion had sworn silence on their con- 
tents, and that nobody else had 
been permitted 
to get near the 


books. The doors of the room where 
they are stored were padlocked and 
sealed Tuesday night and the seals 
were unbroken when the commis- 
sion started to work yesterday. 


In addition to all other finds the 


diaries will be turned over to 
the 


Swedish government, according to 
Prof. Lithberg. 


"I know nothing about Frankel's 


death during the March (Stock- 
holm dispatches yesterday report- 
ed that this was narrated in the 
diary.) I have had no time for 
studying the diaries. We have been 
busy preparing the finds, and if 
any other member of the commis- 
sion had seen such a thing he 
would certainly have told me 3o." 


The commission issued a state- 


ment on their most recent finds. 


"The continued examination of 


Andree's body was not produced 
and new finds to throw further 
light on the fate of the expedition. 


Many Objects Found. 


"In his pocket, however, were found 
a number of shells for his gun, a 
box of matches and a pocket knife. 
After that, Strindberg's body was 
examined. In one of his pockets 
was found a pencil. Observations 
made at the examination seem to 
strengthen 
the belief that Strind- 


berg was buried by Andree. 


Find Rare Bird. 


"Among the books was found the 


body of a rare bird. 
In a tine 


container was found a typewritten 
roll of paper that seems to contain 
an article written by A. G. Noth- 
orst. 


"Of the expedition's guns, one 


double-barrelled 
rifle and a car- 


bine were found in the boat, and 


the other carbine was found beside 
Andree. Examination o£ the boat 
continues." 


Steps taken by the government 


agents to guard the Andree rec- 
ords were explained today by Dr. 
Adolph Hoel, chief of the Spitzber- 
gen research mission, who said that 
some correspondent evidently had 
resorted to "pure imagination" in 
piecing together details. He added: 


Seals Unbroken. 


"Not only have the Andree doc- 


uments been kept behind locked 
doors at the hospital but they also 
have been sealed and the seals are 
unbroken. The man who sent out 
reports regarding Franel's death 
had absolutely no Idea _of what is 
in the diary. Only the commission 
of experts knows that. Nobody else 
has any knowledge of it thus far. 


"The story is simply based on an 


official 
statement of yesterday. 


When it Is said that Frankel died 
on the. march to White Island, that 
is probably a correct deduction, 
since only two bodies were found 
and there was no trace of Fran- 
kel. But when it is stated that the 
expedition reached White Island on 
September 8, I don't know where 
they got that date for it is not in 
the diary."
